JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 

The present (French) mail brings advices from this port to 
the 26th Dec. ; the P. and O. mail, from London, Oct. 20, arrived 
out on the 11th, and the following French mail of Oct. 27 on the 
18th Dec. The Pacific mail, via San Francisco, with advices to 
the 22nd Dec., has been delayed en route. 


The appointment of Iwakura Tomomi as Ambassador to visit 
the United States and Europe has rendered vacant the post of 
Minister for Foreign Affairs. His Excellency is succeeded by 
Soyejima, formerly a Sangi or Councillor of State. Soyejima for- 
merly belonged to the Hizen Clan. : 

It is rumoured that the expenses of the distinguished party in 
the conduct of Iwakura will not be much less than $200,000. 
The revision of the treaties will not be accomplished until after 
the return of the Embassy to Japan at the close of next year. 
Meanwhile the existing treaties will, of course, continue in force. 
A number of officers connected with the various State depart- 
ments of Finance, War, Education, Justice, Public Works, Foreign, 
and ecclesiastical affairs have been ordered to join the mission, 
with the object of gleaning all possible information on subjects 
connected with their several departments, which they are espe- 
cially charged to report upon to the Government. 

The fishermen of Sinagawa have applied to Government to 
have the railroad removed from the shore, as the noise has driven 
away all the fish from their fishing ground. 

It is reported that the Japanese Government has bought 
200,000 chassepot guns from Prussia. ' 

The Japanese Government has decided not to establish a Na- 
tional Bank before the return of the mission. 

All the guards at the castle gates, and a great part of the guard - 
houses in the city have been done away with. : 

The village of Ashinoyu, where the celebrated sulphur springs 
are situate, has been entirely burnt down. : 

Soyoshima, who was sent up to Saghalien some time since to 
treat with the Russians, but without success, goes as Minister 
Resident to St. Petersburg. ; 

Considerable apprehensions have been felt at Yedo with respect 
to the attitude of Kanga and Kishin, who were suspected, in con- 
sequence of their tardiness in obeying the Mikado’s mandate, to 
attend him at Yedo, of entertaining feelings of hostility, arising 
out of the recent extensive changes by which they lose so much, 
It is understood, however, that both these powerful magnates 
have been in some way quieted. 

Our old enemy of Satsuma, Shimadz Saburo, the same who 
attacked Richardson and party on the Tokaido, and was the cause 
of the battle of Kagosima, has at last been rewarded by the Go- 
vernment by an increase of revenue and rank. One hundred 
thousand kokus will enable him to bear with the presence of 
foreigners in the country. 

Information bas just been received by the Government of an 
unsuccessful assault on some three thousand Ronins, who have 
made ,the island of Sado, the gold mines, a rendezvous. ., The 
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foreigners there have been removed to Ne-e-gata by the Ker in 
Cuaeoee Sado, and reinforcements are called for from thd district 
of Etchigo, and cannon have been sent to an the disturbance. 

The Government are determined to introdtce the silver yen, of 
which three millions have already bech issued by the mint at 
Osaka, but notice has been given that all speculations in the 
nibooket are forbidden, and values shall #Xist as. epresétited; 
and thtre shall be no difference between éHe yen, nibooken, and 
kinsatz. 

The Aizyikujo poor-house established at Yedo for the reception 
of vagrants and mn rears i8 closed for want of money, and the in- 
mates have been handed @ter to the officials of the several street 
departments, where there is mutch suffering 4nd danger of crime. 
The order has been given to artest all malefactors and bring them 
to Takanawa, when they will be shipped, together with the home- 
less and friendless, and those remaining unregistered at the Go- 
vernment office, to places in the Empire sparsely inhabited. _ 

It is reported that the Customs are to be placed under foreign 
supervision. A gentleman who has held a position of a similar 
kind in America being now on his way here for that purpose.

HIOGO. 

It is said that the railway to Osaka is to have a double instead 
of a single line of rails. A new steamer, the Fuyo-maru, for the 
Kobe Osaka traffic, of 115 tons and twenty-horse power has been 
launched, A smart earthquake occurred on Dec. 13, the most 
severe since the advent of foreigners in the place; three dis- 
tinct shocks were felt.

There has been vety little business done during the past week. 
The offices of H.B.M. Consulate, those of the Municipal Councils, 


the Customs, and the banks were closed for two days. Many resi- 
dents are away up country shooting, and those who remain have 
been taking advantage of the fine weather and Christmas holi- 
days to join in various outdoor amusements. ; 

We hear that the Fuh-li, tug-boat, which has been plying at 
Foochow during the tea season, and which lately left for Shang- 
hai, tan or a rock off the coast of Chusan while on her way up. 
The weather was very foggy, but the F'ui-li was running in deep 
water in the chanhel, and supposed to be well off the coast. The 
set of the tidal current, however, carried her broadside shorewards, 
and the fog was so thick that the danger was not detected. She 
went on the rock, driving a large hole in her bottom. She has 
since remained stationary, and there is not thought to be any fear 
of her slipping off while the weather continues quiet. Some of 
the crew remained by her, while Captain Gibbon reached Ningpo 
in a native fishing-boat, and came on to Shanghai. We under- 
staud he has returned to Ningpo, to proceed to the wreck in the 
gun-boat stationed there, with the view of doing what may be 
possible with the vessel, or of securing her machinery and tackle. 

We hear that the Americin barque Loch Lamar, which was 
wrecked on the North Bank, and subsequently sold {for account 
of the underwriters, has been pillaged to some extent by junk 
people. The sternpost was taken clean away, so as to permit the 
cargo—timber—to be floated out ; and a considerable quantity 
was removed in this way. The bad weather only prevented the 
depredations from being carried on much more extensively. 
There seems to be no chance of bringing the vessel off. 

The collection on Christmas Day at Trinity Church, in aid of 
the building fund, amounted to $722. 

The Chinese Recorder for December sets out with a brief 
by Mr. Baldwin, on the late annual meeting of the American 
Mission at Foochow, and the characteristics of the native preachers. 
Boomerang contributes a pithy article on the history of the Treaty 
Revision during 1867-8-9. The results are thus summarised :— 
“ At last, after tedious delay and fruitless endeavour, the treaty 
was Signed on the 23rd Oct., 1869. The three years’ campaign was 
nowended. The foreigner was beaten—the Mongol had outma- 
nouvred the Saxon—the scow had got to the windward of the clip- 
per—coolie muscle wasexalted above steam—the paddle-wheels had 
to yield the way to the old fashioned scull—and foreign civilisa- 
tion had to retire abashed from its vain endeavour to accept the 
invitation of Mr. Burlingame, and “ graft itself on the ancient 
civilisation of China.” Ossian contributes a paper on the con- 
nection between Gaelic and Chinese, which reads very like a squib. 
Mr. Edkins continues his examination into the connection of 
Chinese and Hebrew ; and Dr. Dudgeon continues his interesting 
sketch of Russian intercourse, and the position and labour of the 
Greek Church in China. Sinensis, ina paper on Chinese My- 
thology, detects references to the Great Flood; and J.D.,in a 
brief note, derives the Chinese word “Mi,” explained by Mr. 
Wylie to mean Sunday, or the day sacred to the sun, from the 
Persian word Mithra, and the Sanscrit Mitra. 

A Peking correspondent speaks of a violent attack by a mob 
on an Amcrican missionary. It seems that one of the American 
missionary socicties had succeeded in planting a station in Yujok, 
a large city, about eighty miles west of Peking. If we mistake 
not there was some difficulty in getting possession of the premises 
after the lease had been drawn, and the advance money paid. 
There has been considerable opposition and persecution clearly 
traceable to the officials. On 2 recent Sunday the Rev. Mr. 
Pearson was interrupted, while preaching, and such a hostild 
spirit manifested that he thought it wise to withdraw. He was 
however, followed and waylaid, thrown down, beaten, and pelted 
with stones. When he reached home his clothes were soiled and 
torn, and the blood was running freely from the wounds in the 
face and head. What notice the American Government will take 
of this affair remains to be seen.

. FoOocHOW. 

A Foochow correspondent says there are but three vessels in 
pee Takosima, loading poles for Shanghai; the Gaviota 
oading rice and fruit for Saigon—(which is rather strange, see- 
ing that steamers are being chartered here to take rice to Foo- 
chow)—and the barque Rifle, discharging her cargo of poles 
preparatory to going into dock. The erection of the White Dog 
Islands lighthouse is about being commenced. The stones for- 
merly intended for the work in connection with the blowing up 
of the rock at the Anchorage are tobe taken to fotin part of 
the lighthouse material. This will be a real benefit to the har- 
bour, as the immersion of these in the strong turreht caused a 
tremendous chow-chow water for some hundred yards, and required 
the harbour pilot to be careful not to anchor vessels within reach 
of its whitling eddies.

delivered by the Chief Justice, who said :—“I think the crime of 


you, Abdool Moosa, is the worst shock to credit in mercantile 
transactions in China which this Criminal Court has brought to 
light, as it affects commercial dealings, especially by men who 
trade, as the masses do, on credit, and but for the recommendation 
of the jury I should have visited it with most exemplary severity ; 
but I yield to,that recommendation. The sentence of the Court on 
you on the Ist count on which you have been'found guilty is that 
you be imprisoned and kept to hard labour for the period of one 
year and six calendar months, as and from the eigteenth day 
of this month ; and that on your conviction on the 4th count, 
that you be imprisoned and kept to hard labour for the 
like period of one year and six calendar months, as and from 
the same 18th day of this month. As to you, Noor Mahomed Ka- 
misa, the jury have very properiy convicted you on the same 
counts. They have also recommended you to mercy. In your case 
it appears that you were less active than Abdool Moosa, although 

ou were sufficiently participating to render it clear that you 
hace what was the object of your conspiracy, and that with your 
eyes open you concurred in the wicked acts of your co-conspirator ; 
you will have the benefit, in your sentence, of this distinction in 
yourcase. The sentence of the Court on you, Noor Mahomed 
Kamisa, on the first count on which you have been convicted, is, 


that you be imprisoned and kept to hard labour for the period of 


one year, asand from the 18th day of thismonth,andthatas to'your 
conviction on the fourth count, that you be imprisoned and kept 
to hard labour for the like period of one year, as and from the 
18th day of this month.”

YoxouamMa.—There had been no improvement in the market. Al- 
though a few transactions had taken place in Yarns and Shirtings, yet 
anything but a satisfactory business had been done, and prices at the 
close exhibited a sligit inclination to recede. A fair demand for Wool- 
lens, Cloth, and Alpacas had existed, and these were still saleable at 
quotations. For Cotton Yarn rates ruled weak, and only a small busi- 
ness had been done. A large inquiry had set in for Velvets, and prices 
had advanced fully $4 per piece.

Sales of the prin- 
cipal staples had been going on, but the aggregate was trifling—partly 
owing to the intervention of Christmas holidays, and partly because of 
the firmness of holders. Quotations remained unchanged for everything, 
excepting Mexican 7 Ibs. ‘I-Cloths and 22 in. Black Velvets, both which 
articles had improved in value—the former 1 to 2 cands, per piece, 
and the latter 2 to 3 cands. per yard, 

Hone Kone.—There had been no change, the market having been 
steady but quiet since last mail. 

Saicon.—A slight advance had been established on 8} Ibs. Grey 
Shirtings and the better qualities of Trishes ; other descriptions were 
unchanged. Quotations were :—Grey Shirtings, 84 Ibs., 32.074 per 
piece ; 7 lbs., $2.25.

Yokouama.—Settlements for the month had amounted to 8,500 
piculs, of which 4,000 piculs had been settled for during the last fort- 
night; a fair amount of business had been done at prices as last quoted. 

Stocks remained unchanged, as supplies had equalled settlements, which 
mostly consisted of lower grades. The Walton, with 476,893 lbs., had 
sailed for New York, and the Lizzie Iredale and Ada had been laid on, 
and were fully engaged. 

SHanGHaAt-—Black: A small business had been transacted at about 
previous rates, and Tls. 12 had been accepted for Shongtams of very low 
quality. Arrivals, though small, had kept pace with settlements, a 
stock remaining of 9,500 chests. Green: Business had been moderate, 
but prices for fine Teas were maintained, and an average of over Tle. 40 
was still shown. Settlements, 9,000 half-chests ; stocks, 24,000 half- 


chests.

YoxouamMA.—Transactions had been considerable, ard a large 
amount had been settled for. Stocks were largely reduced, and settle- 
ments amounted to about 100 bales, consisting of various sorts. Prices 
had ruled firm, and but very little chauge had occurred in quotations, 

SHANGHAI.—The market had been Teas active, owing to the inter- 
ference of the Christmas festivals. About 350 bales had been purchased ; 
100 bales being Re-reels, and 200 bales market Silks bought at Tlx. 490 
to 515. The small stock of Chop No. 3 was held firmly at Tls. 585 to 
590. Red Peacock was quoted Tis. 515 to 520. The unsold stock was 
estimated at about 3,000 bales. The present mail steamer was expected 
to take 500 bales, about 200 bales having been kept from last (English) 
mail. 

COCHIN CHINA PRODUCE. 

Sa1con.—Rice: A quiet feeling has been maintained during the 
greater part of the month. Old Rice was entirely exhausted, and new 
grain was not arriving as quick as was expected; at the close Chinese 
dealers were easicr, and with increased arrivals of grain lower prices 
were expected in the course ofthe month. Current rates were :—Ready 
stock $1.88 f.o.b. per cwt., and twenty to thirty days delivery $1.80 per 
cwt. f.0.b. Cotton: There was no demand for uncleaned, although 
prices declined to £5.10 to 5.15; cleaned, No. 1, is held at $17, and of 
No. 2 nothing is on the market. Fish: Market entirely cleared. Hides : 
Buffulo obtainable at former rates, viz., $3 per picul; for Cowhides as 
high as $134 had been offered, but very small lots only were arriving. 
Horns remained in their former position, middle-sized quality being 
quoted $8 per picul. Gamboge: Very little in the market, but there 
were no buyers at a higher rate than $55 for good average quality. 
Black Pepper: A lot of 800 piculs offered at $12.50; but there was no 
possibility of obtaining this price.

THE PERSECUTION OF NATIVE CHRISTIANS IN JAPAN. 


On the 9th inst. a numerous deputation, consisting principally of 
members of the Evangelical Alliance and other missionary bodies, 
waited on Lord Granville, at his private residence, to memorialise 
his lordship on the subject of recent religious persecutions in 
Japan. The deputation was introduced by the Right Hon. Lord 
Ebury, President of the Council of the Evangelical Alliance; and 
among those present were Lord Alfred Churchill, Mr. R. A. Macfie, 
M.P., Mr. R. Maclure, M.P., Lieut.-Colonel Wilmot Brooke, General 
G. Walker, Samuel Gurney, Esq., Rev. Dr. Blackwood, Rev. Dr. Stean, 


Rev. J. R. Wolfe (of Foochow), Rev. G. T. Perks, Secretary of the Wes- 
leyan Missionary Society ; Dr. Underhill, Secretary of the Baptist Mis- 
sionary Society; and Revs. James Davies and Dr. Schmettan, Secre- 
taries of the Evangelical Alliance. 


In introducing the subject, Lord Ebury acknowledged the assistance 
which the Alliance had always received from Her Majesty's Foreign 
Office, and disavowed, on the part of the society, all feelings of bigotry. 
In Japan Roman Catholics had suffered persecution as wellas Pro- 
testants, and the Alliance made no difference between them. The 
secretary, having read letters from Lord Chichester and Lord Law- 
rence, regretting their inability to be present, proceeded to the me. 
morial itself. This was a lengthy document, stating that since the 
overthrow of the Tycoon Government and the establishment of that 
of the Micado, the Christians had been systematically persecuted. 
Tablets bearing the inscription, ‘The Christian sect is strictly pro- 
hibited,” had reappeared on the principal buildings; and, about three 
years ago, 4,000 native converts, mostly Roman Catholics, had been 
gent into exile under circumstances of great severity. The custom 
of trampling on the cross, which had been said to be abolished, was also 
still in existence. The memorialists concluded by expressing a hope 
that opportunity would be taken of calling the attention of the Japanese 
Government to these facts ; and that, in the revision ofexisting treaties 
between Japan and other contracting Powers, his lordship would use 
his best efforts to secure the free exercise of the Christian religion in 
Japan. 3 

n replying briefly to this memorial Lord Granville said the object 
was not to make speeches, but to proceed to business. The ends of 
the various societies and those of the Foreign-office were ia this 
matter substantially the same. His Lordship therefore called upon 
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Str Harry Parkes, K.C.B., Her Majesty's Ambassador to Japan, who 
was present, to state his views a3 to the degree of persecution exist- 
ing, and the best mode of meeting it. 

After this statem2nt, which gave a somewhat new aspect to the 
matter, tho deputation withdrew, thanking Lord Granville—who was 
suflering from indisposition—for his courteous reception. 


Py TRADE OF THE YANGTSZE. 
The Shanghai correspondent of The Times thus summarises the 


principal incidents in our recent intercourse with China :— 


Just thirteen years have passed since Lord Elgin first carried the 
British flag to Hankow. The power of the Taeping rebels was then 
nearly at its height. Trade on the lower part of the river, between 
Kiukiang and the sea, had virtually ceased. 

Five yeara later, Gordon crushed the head of the Rebel power at 
Soochow, and the recapture of Nanking by Tseng-kwo-chuan, in July, 
1864, restored to the Imperialists complete control over the valley of 
the Yangtsze. 

In the meantime, the clause in the Tientsin Treaty opening the 
river to foreign trade had been put in force, and merchant steamers 
had begun to ply between Shanghai and Hankow. The firat merchant 
steamer left in the carly part of 1861. There was hardly a junk float- 
ing on the lower part of the Yangtszc, when the first forei;sn steamers 
began to ply upon its waters. The favourite mandarin plea, therefore, 
of interference with ‘the boat traflic was here estopped; and a fair 
chance offered for testing the foreign answer, that steam communica- 
tion rather encourages than hurts small carrying interests, by develop- 
ing trade and creating asubsidiary traffic. Large quantitics of native 
goods, such as crockery or paper--things which donot spoil and the mar- 
ket for which is steady, still travel chiefly by junk, the cheap freight com- 
pensating for the loss of time. So there is the fact, patent to Chinese as 
well as foreignera, that a 'arge junk trade has grown up alongside the 
course of the steamers. But the mandarins exist because they are the 
educated embodiments of old Chinese arts and customs ; and if be- 
lief in them is shaken, ’ware crash. It is far rather because they fear 
telegraphs, railways, and steamers will Ict in light on their own cor- 
ruption, and lessen their official profits than from any care for the in- 
terests of the people, that thcy oppose so steadily any form of pro- 
gress. Still, new ideas are making way, in their despite; and what 
with the lead of one or two intelligent mandaring, and the perfect 
readiness of the people, at least in certain districts, to accept these 
awful innovations, I believe a litte energy on our part would get in the 
thin end of the wedge. 

''seng-kwo-Fan, the Viceroy of these provinces, has just paid Shang- 
hai a visit, in the course of an inspectoral tour. Tseng-kwo-Fan saw 
the telegraph worked, among other experiences, during his visit, and 
I believe the lesson was not altogether without effect. Tseng is Chinese 
and Conservative, but he is intelligent ; and I should not be surprised 
to see a small experiment in telegraphy made some day in one corncr 
of his Viceroyalty. 
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THE MONT CENIS ROUTE. 

We have been favoured with the following experiences of an English 
lady travelling from Rome to Paris by the Mont Cenis Tunnel route, 
which may be of interest to residents in the Far East contemplating a 
homeward journey va Brindisi :— 

“T left Rome at 9.35 a.v., and arrived at Florence at 6.35 p.m. 
The corresponding train for Turin leaves Florence at 7.20 v.v., and 
arrives, I believe, about 8 a.m.; but regarding this Tam not quite 
certain, as I stayed at Florence, and so missed the express (which 
corresponds with the express to Paris), and proceeded afterwards by 
the omnibus train, which leaves at 9.10 p.at,and does not arrive at 
Turin until 12.30 p.m. The express train for Paris leaves Turin every 
morning at §&.30, and arrives at Paris the next morning at 
6.30. The fare from Turin to Paris is one hundred and two 
frances thirty centimes, which must be paid in coin, the Italian 
currency not being accepted in payment at the railway station. 
The first station after leaving Turin is Bussoleno; then come 
Meana-Susa, Chiamonte, Salbertrand, Oulix, and Bardonecchia, 
where the engine is changed, and, judging from subsequent experience, 
I have reagon to believe that the one substituted for the transit through 
the great tunnel consumes its own smoke. In the preceding tunnels 
the vapour was considerable, and had they been of greater length 
would have been even distressing, while in the great tunnel there 
were scarcely any traces of smoke or of the oppression generally ex- 
perienced in underground travelling The tunnel is entered imme. 
diately after leaving Bardonccchia, and the passage ovcupies exactly 
twenty-six minutes. Judging trom the brillianey and construction of 
the carriage lamps as far as this staze of the journey (very different 
from the ordinary lamps used on continental lincs), I concluded 
that gas is employed for the illumination of ,the carriages. The 
tunnel is also well lighted, and, as we were able to keep the win- 
dows open without experiencing the slightest inconvenience, I observed 
that at intervals there were large numbered lamps, cvidently indicating 
distances, and that there is a double line of rails. I was informed by 
a gentleman who had walked through that a mild current of air circu- 
lates through the tunnel, which, it is said, travels always in the same 
direction, namely, from France. The first station after leaving the tunnel 
on the French side is Modane, where we changed trains. Here passports 
are demanded, and a pretence made of examining the passengers’ small 
hand luggage, but it isa mere form. The registered bagyive ig not 
examined until its arrival in Paris. I found the ofticials very civil, and 
not troublesome. We changed trains again at Culoz. At Macon we 
stayed an hour, and here a very good dinner was prepared for those 
who desired to partake of it. It is now possible to make the journey 
from Rome to Paris in fifty-six hours.” 


TATTOOING EXTRAORDINARY. 
The Laneet quotes trom a Vienna magazine a full account given of 
atattooed man, whose case has created much interest both in and 
out of Vienna. This man states that he isan Albanian, forty years 
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of age, and unmarried. estes Greck, his native tongue, be speaks 
Arabic and Persian fluently, French, Spanish, Italian, German, and 
English, with various dezrees of fluency and correctness. His accounts of 
his life vary somewhat. According to one statement he has been for the 
last five years engayed, toscther with cleven companions, in fortune- 
hunting, in the shape of working gold mines in Chinese Tartary. 
During a rebellion which occurred in that country he supplied the 
rebels with arms; and upon the defeat of the insurzents was, with 
his companions, taken captive. Nine of the prisoners were put to 
death ; the remaining three, including himself, were sentenced to the 
punishment of tattooing,” in order that they might ever thereafter go 
about as ‘‘ marked men.” One of the victims died, cither in econ- 
sequence of the severity of the operation or from disease ; a second, 
blind, lives yet at Hong Kong; while the third, the subject of the 
present communication, manayed to make his escape through China 
toa port on the Indian Gulf. Thence an Enzlish ship brought him 
to Manila, thence to Hong Kong, from which place he returned, ria 
Suez, to Greece. According to another account he engaged, together 
with some Frenchmen, in hostile operations against the Chinese, by 
whom he was taken prisoner and tattooed. he operation was thus 
performed :—The victim was held fast by four strong men, his strug- 
gles being further quieted by threats of instant death, while for three 
successive hours dail} the artist—always the same man—worked away at 
him. In less than three months he was tattooed from head to foot. 
When the man, who is of middle height and beautifully and strongly 
built, is stripped, it seems as though the whole ot his body was tightly 
enveloped ina webbing (trv?) of richly woven Turkish stuff. From the 
crown of hix head to the tips of his toes he is covered with dark blue figures 
of animalsand plants, in the interspaces of which appear to be charac - 
ters in blue and in cinnabar red. The hands are tattooed on both sur- 
faces, but only with inscriptions. ‘Ihe blue fizures stop short at the 
insteps of the fect, but the tattooing is continued along the toes to the 
root of the nails in the form of red characters. Through the very 
hairs of the scalp and of the beard appear also designs in blue. On 
the forehead, one on either side, are two panthers, ‘‘ regardant,” ag 
heralds would say, and separated in the middie line by red characters. 
There are altogether on the body no less than 388 figures. All of 
these are of a blue colour, and represent apes, leopards, cats, tigers. 
eagles, crowned sphynxes, storks, swans, men, women, elephants, cro- 
codiles, snakes, fish, lions, snails, fruits, leaves, flowers, bows, arrows, 
and quivers, It appears extremely probable that the tattooing has been 
done with the juiccs of plants, and not with the usual agents. The 
instrument with which he was tattooed, and which he has brought away 
with him, is split, like a steel pen, at the tip. so that fluid substances 
could easily be taken up by it. Ina short time he will leave Vienna, 
it being his intention to visit other towns, among them Berlin and 
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COURT OF EXCHEQUER. 
MORRISON V. THE UNIVERSAL MARINE INSURANCE COMPANY. 


This case was tried at Liverpool on Dee. 22, and resulted in a ver- 
dict for the defendants. The facts at issue were fully detailed in oar 
issue of Dec. 29. Subsequently on the 13th ult. the plaintiff moved 
for a rule for a new trial. 

The arguments in support of and againat the application for a new 
trial were heard on the 6th inst. before Barons Martin, Bramwell, and 
Cleasby. ‘The action was upon a mnrine policy of insurance on the 
chartered freight by the ship Causa, on an intended voyage from 
Galveston to Liverpool, and the ve-sel was lost in the voyage a few 
days before the insurance was etfected, but this fact was not, according 
to the evidence, known to the plaintitf, The defeudants argued that 
underwriters were not bound to be acquainted with the coutents of 
Lloyd's Lista, and in all cases it wis a question for the jury whether 
they were or not. Forthe plaintiif it was contended that the under- 
writers were to be presumed to be possessed of all the information 
which they could hava obtiined from Lloyd's Lists if they had chosen 
to resort to this source of information. The fjudges granted the 
application. 





Tue troopship Orontes sailed frum Malta, with the Soth Regiment 
on board, on the Ist instant. The route of the Urontes has been 
slightly changed, under orders issued sinee her departure, and the 
following are the approximate dates of her scveral arrivals and 
sailings :—Leave Snez 14th instant, arrive at Trincomalee about 
the 20th; leave Trincomalee about Feb. 29 or March 1 for Sin- 
gapore, arrive about the Sth; leave Sinzapore for Hong Kong about 
the 16th, where she will arrive about the 20th. The homeward 
voyage will be entered upon on April 4, Sinzapore being reached 
on the 11th, Six days subsequeutly she will Icave for Madras, 
at which place she is expected to arrive on April 25, leaving 
again for Trincomalee on the 29th, and arriving there on May 1. 
On the Sth of the same month she will sail for Aden, arriving there 
on the 19th. She will arrive at Suez on May 29, and leave again on 
the following day, arriving at Malta on June 5. Leaving Malta on 
June 9, she will arrive at Gibraltar on the 14th, and Portsmouth 
about June 23, bringing with her time-cxpired men and invalids from 
both services. 


CHINAMEN IN Massacnusetts.—A correspondent of the New York 
Tribun states that the Chinese shocmakers continue to give satisfac- 
tion. Their pay-roll for the month of November showed that the 
argregate loss of time by seventy-fonr workmen was only five days. 
The superintendent states that their work is equal both in quality and 
quantity to that formerly done by a like number of Americans; and 
it is believed that it is done at less than a third of the wages required 
by the latter. The Chinamen say they like their situitions, but they 
do not state to any one what course they intend to pursue when their 
three years’ contract is worked ont. 

The Admiralty has conferred the appointment of Naval Accountant 
at Yokohama upon Mr. Edward Robinson, Assistant Paymaster in 
charge of the Store and Victualling Depot at that place. 
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Hertsle’s Commercial Treatiez—Under the somewhat lengthy 
title of an “ Index of Subjects to the Twelve Volumes of Treaties 
and Conventions, and Reciprocal Regulations at Present Subsisting 
hetween Great Britain and Foreign Powers,” Mr. Fdward Hertslet, 
Librarian and Keeper of the Papers in the Foreign-office, hag juat 
ublished a most valugble complement to the series commenced 
By his father half a century ago. It was at once—in 1820—taken 
under the special peootess of the Foreign Secretary, and it was 
continued by Mr. Hertslet, sen., with undiminished completeness 
until a few years before his death—the eleventh volume having 
been published in 1864. It is the only work which gives in a col- 
lected form all the treaties entered into between this country and 
foreign Powers, so far as they detine the rights and privileges of 
British subjects in every country on the face of the globe, as well 
as the rights and privileges of foreigners in England and all parts 
of the British dominions. The accuracy of this work has been as 
universally recognised as the immense amount of labour and 
research which it must have cost the compiler. As Mr. 
Edward Hertslet reminds us, The Times, in a paragraph 
announcing the death of his father, remarked that his works 
“would ever remain a lasting monument of his intelligence and 
industry.” It would be impossible to award higher praise to the 
compiler of the present index than to say that it not only vindi- 
cates the high reputation of his father, but that it also proves 
himself fully equal to continue and carry on the work with equal 
merit and success.

To the mercantile community the volume before us must 
simply invaluable ; and not the smallest of its aaveniheet ig 
the fact of its being half-interleaved, 7.¢., a blank page is placed 
opposite to eyery printed page—so that those who consult it can 
make their own notes for future reference. We should not close 
our notice without mentioning that Messrs. Butterworth are the 
publishers—in itself a guarantee that the work is a standard one. 


London. By Gustave Doré and Blanchard Jerrold. London : 
Grant and Co.—This is the first number of a work, to be com- 
pleted in twelve monthly parts, and devoted to the illustration of 
picturesque, striking, and little known phases of life in the great 
metropolis. The union of pencil and pen has seldom been more 
felicitous than in the present work, where the graphic sketches of 
the great French artist are illustrated by the nervous text of the 
son of one of the most earnest of modern social reformers. The 
present part contains full page views on the Thames, in the docks, 
and ina night-refuge—besides many smaller illustrations. The 
work is got up in the most costly style, and cannot but prove a 
world-wide favourite.

Te it possible for Europeans to know the Chinese language, not com- 
pletely, but sufficiently? Must they not be prepared to spend their 
whole life upon the hopeless task, with the consciousness that, after all, 
they can never get beyond the mere preliminaries of a difficult science ? 
M. Stanislas Julien boldly answers in the negative. The opinion against 
which he contends might have some foundation, if persons anxious to 
speak, to read, and to write Chinese were obliged to learn the 42,000 
churacters comprised in the great dictionary published by order of the 
Emperor, Khang-hi, in thirty-two octavo volumes. Now, it may be 
affirmed that not one Chinese littérateur could be found capable of such 
an effort of memory. But it is as useless to a Chinese or a European to 
know, or to be able to write, all the characters of the “ Khang-hi-tseu- 
tien” (“ Dictionary of Khang-hi”) as it would be to any foreigner 
studying the French language to know all the words in Boiste’s Dic- 
tionary, where the nomenclature is three times more abundant. The 
formidable array of thirty-two volumes octavo would be reduced from 
42,000 to 6,000 or 8,000 words, if an elimination was made, first, of 
about 10,000 equivalents of characters which have fallen into disuse, 

secondly, of all the proper names of men, towns, countries, rivers, moun- 
tains, and thirdly, of all the terms connected with the arts and sciences 














THE CESSION OF THE DUTCH WEST AFRICAN COLONIES. 

We hear that the transfer of the Dutch West African Colonies 
to Great Britain has occasioned considerable excitement at the 
Hague. The treaty, as signed by the King of Holland, has been 
published in several of the Dutch newspapers, with a broad 
mourning border, and one journal has printed a farewell letter, 
signed ‘David Mill Graves, Envoy from the King of Elmina,” 
in which he utters his parting protests against the transfer. This 
treaty is certainly of importance to England. In the Kuropean 
settlements, from the Gambia to Lagos, there will now be but one 
flag. Two years ago the value of the exports from the Gold 


Coast gnd Lagos amounted tp £969,900, and the imports from the 
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United Kingdom to the Gold Coast alone were valued at £421,000. 
The actual number of new subjects obtained by Queen. 
Victoria will be about 120,000. The Mr. Graves referred 
to has been the chief agent in promoting the discussion 
which has arisen in Holland with regardto the Treaty. ‘The 
existence of a Dutch Coast Line in immediate proximity to 
the English Coast Line has tended to facilitate smuggliny, in 
which many of the Dutch traders were not loth to participate, 
and it was from these traders—though ostensibly from the King 
of Elmina—that the opposition which has been shown towards 
the Treaty, proceeded. The head of this opposition was Mr. 
Graves, “Envoy of the King of Elmina.” As has been stated in 
the recent letters of our Rotterdam correspondent, Mr. Graves 
commenced operations with a petition to the Statcs-General, 
urging the rejection of the Treaty. Failing in this he appealed 
to the Royal Prerogative, and was again unsuccessful, the King 
declining to reject a measure already sanctioned by both Cham- 
bers of Parliament. The Envoy finding all other efforts unavail- 
ing—although he had obtained support from several newspapers, 
whose politics are opposed to those of the party now in office— 
ie Pay to diplomacy. In the words of a correspondent of 
he Times :— 


He called on the Count Perponcler, the Minister in Holland of the 
Emperor of Germany, and tendered a Ictter addressed by the King of 
Elmina to the conqueror of Alsace-Lorraine, undertaking to meditate 
with the King of Ashantee on behalf of certain German missionaries who 
are now jn trouble at Coomassie, provided the Emperor would use his 
influence to prevent the absorption of populations by neighbouring 
territorics against their will. Count Perponchcr politely declined to 
receive the letter, some say because the King of Elmina was a Dutch 
subject, and the letter should have come through Baron Gericke ; others 
aver that there were general principles enunciated by the envoy which, 
from a German point of view, were not sound. Mr. Graves admits that 
his reception was most kind, but he has not hesitated to declare that 
the King of Elmina will forthwith ask the King of Ashantee, as a per- 
sonal favour, to cut off the heads of all the Germans who are now im- 
prisoned at Coomassie. 


The same correspondent gives the following summary of the 
terms of the Treaty :— 


The preamble refers to the fact that the mixed dominion exercised on 
the Coast of Guinea by England and Holland ‘‘ has occasioned to the 
native populations much harm, which did not cease after the inter- 
change of territory stipulated by the Treaty of the Sth of March, 1867.”’ 
Article I. provides that the King of the Netherlauds transfers to the 
Queen of the United Kingdom “all the rights of Sovereignty, jurisdic- 
tion, and property which he possesses on the Coast of Guinea.” By 
Article II. the Queen “‘ accepts those rights and the obligations result- 
ing*from them towards the populations hitherto under the authority of 
the Netherlands.” The Third Article conveys “ all the forts, buildings, 
and premises, all the stores of ordnance, weapons, ammunition, furni- 
ture, and movables.” For such stores and movables ‘‘a fair price is 
to be paid, not exceeding £24,000.” The remaining Articles provide that 
Dutch subjects will be allowed to trade on the same footing as British 
subjecte. 


The Times has also published a leading article referring to the 
Treaty, from which we extract the following remarks :— 


The letter from the Hague which we publish to-day describea the 
emotion which has been produced by the Treaty throughout the Nether- 
lands. The Court, the Government, and the Assembly were on one 
side; public feeling was on the other. The Opposition made passionate 
appeals to Dutch pride and patriotism to reject the Treaty, and, 
according to the adverse critics, the Netherlands were ceding some of 
the brightest jewels in the Royal diadem, and allowing British craft to 
seize what Dutch valour had won in days gone by. We may be per- 
mitted to believe that we are not so much to be envjed, or the Dutch 
so deeply to be pitied, as is thuught at the Hague; we must be al- 
lowed to suggest that they gain from us quite as much as they give. 
On the African Coast we possess a number of settlements extending 
over many hundreds of miles, and on the Gold Coast, with which we 
have now to do, we have the important station of Cape Coast Castle. 
In the immediate neighbourhood of that place is the Dutch station of 
Elmina. These are the principal Settlements of the two Powers re- 
spectively, and ure the centres of a curious system of authority.- The 
Gold Coast is nominally independent, but all slong it the two European 
nations have established forts by which they exercise a sort of Protec- 
torate over the tribes immediately adjacent. These forts lie within 
short distances of each other, aud of course, control the trade of the 
country. The coast was not divided into two sections between Englaud 
ne the Netherlands, but the forts of the two nations were mingled in- 

iscrimingtely, as each took possession of a spot thought to be advan- 
tageous. The Dutch now cede their Scttlements, and sell their 
stores, and the West Coast of Africa is almost exclusively British. 

Tolland certaiply gives up something, but it appcars that sho receives 
acompensation. If the Dutch retire from the (old Coast, we in turn 
make yyay in Sumatra. In this island we seem to have maintained 
rather a dog-in- the-manger policy, for, though we did not occupy the 
island itself, we limited the Dutch Possessions in it. This was the re- 
sult of an old jealousy, increased by the damage which the Dutch, 
under the control of France, inflicted on ua in the wars of the Revolution 
and the Empire. Henceforth the Dutch are free to act as they choose 
in Sumatra, and may conquer the whole of itif they like. By another 
Treaty England gives Holland the same facilities for importing free 
labourers from India into Surinam which the British Colonies possess, 
Thus it is plain that the Dutch have no reasou to complain of the trans- 
action aga whole. If they giye up a position of which they could 
make nothing on the Guinea Coast, they receive in full possession, as far 
ag European Powors are concerned, a magnificent island, which only 
needs courageous and enterprising rulers tp hacome @ secoud Java. 
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(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
THAMBURG, Feb. 6. 

In a former letter I mentioned that a difference of opinion existed be- 
tween the Benate and the Chamber of Commerce in this city, the latter 
wishing to retain the Bank valuta as the money of account for all mer- 
cantile transactions, and the Senate steadily resolved to carry out 
loyally and to the letter the decision of the Imperial Government and 
the German Parliament to abolish all separate monetary systems and 
replace them by one uniform gold currency for the whole country. This 
difference of opinion exists still, and now another difficulty has arisen 
to widen the breach. For many years past, in giving you extracts from 
the tables of commercial statistics of this port, I have always expressed 
my admiration at the very complete manner in which these tables were 
made up as regarded the navigation of the port and the imports of goods, 
regretting at the same time my inability to furnish any particulars of 
the value and quantity of the exports, as the shipping houses have 
steadily set themselves against letting the public into a knowledge of 
what they are pleased to call the “‘secrets of their trade.” Among the 
many improvements created by the genius of Prince Bismark one of the 
latest, and not least important, is the institution of a Central Statistical 
Department for all Germany, comprising of course everything connected 
with commercial statistics ; and to cnsure general uniformity in making 
up the returns blank schcdules have been distributed to all the different 
Governments for their guidance. This has again occasioned a diver- 
gence of opinion between the Senate and the Chamber of Commerce ; 
the former, being perfectly willing to follow up and execute the resolu- 
tions of the Central Government, have for that purpose sent a messige 
to the Burgerschaft explaining the state of the case and asking them 
for a vote of 11,000 marks currency tc defray the extra expense of rein- 
forcing the present local Statistical Board by additional functionaries. ‘To 
this course the Chamber of Commerce—under the influence of some 
old fogies, who cannot see the difference between innovation and im- 
provement—take objection, and are endeavouring by all the means at 
their command to work upon the opposition party in the Burgerschaft 
to reject the proposed grant. The breach has now become so serious 
that the Secretary of the Chamber of Commerce—Dr. Adolf Soetbeer, 
a well-known writer on finince and one of the most intelligent public 
functionaries in this city—has been induced to resign his appointment, 
and is about to quit Hamburg in disgust and remove to the Rhine. 

The Chamber of Commerce at Bremen has forwarded to the Senate of 
that city a memorial expressing the wish of the merchants to see the 
new monetary German system introduced and brought into operation on 
the Ist of July next. The Senate is not disinclined to do go, but wishes 
firat to receive satisfactory replies from Berlin to some questions they 
have asked there, and without which it would not be safe to take the 
lead and go ahead. This applies more particularly to a guarantee of 
some description against the posstbility of any scarcity of gold; for 
without a sufficient quantity, and regular supply of the new currency, 
the foreizn coins, now so lurgely used, could ‘not well be called in or 
put out of circulation. If then the new currency law expected, and, indeed, 
promised, to be brought in during the coming Spring Session of the 
German Parliament does not grant permission to private bankers to 
have gold bars coined at the German mints on payment of a fixed 
charge as mintage dues, to cover the expenses of coining, there will be 
no means to regulate the exchange with other countries, and then some 
other security must be found, as, for instance, granting power to the 
Senate to make some arrangement with the Bank of Bremen to provide 
in time against any dearth of gold currency. Another important ques- 
tion for the solution of the Imperial Government is whether the State 
undertakes to bear all the expenses of calling in and exchanging for the 
new currency all the old silver coins now in circulation ; and, if so, 
whether such a measure will have retro-acting power for those States 
that may find it convenient to introduce the new currency by 
anticipating the normal date, as demanded by expediency and a 
regard to the principles of justice and equity. If then the Imperial 
Government is really and truly as much in earnest about proceeding 
energetically with the reform of the national currency as the Prussian 
Minister of Finance Sately stated, a favourable solution to these questions 
may confidently be expected. 

In the south of Germany the new gold coins from the Berlin Miut 
appear to give as little satisfaction as in the north, and the complaints 
of their being extremely cvarse and imperfectly engraved are so yveneral 
that an agitation is being organised to get up @ monster petition to the 
Reichs-kanzler praying to have them put out of circulation asa dis- 
grace to the nation. Inaletter from Stuttgart in the Kolnische Zeitung 
the writer says on thia subject :—‘ We ought not to put it in the power 
of the French to say, ‘ Here we have a proof of our being conquered 
by a barbarous nation, who took away our beautifully-minted gold 
coins, melted them down, and re-coined them in this rough and bar- 
barous manner.’” I may here add that at Berlina report is current 
that they are to be called in and remodelled, though as yet nothing 
official has transpired, and perhaps the wish is father to the thought. 

The run for shares in the new Transatlantic Steam Company, men- 
tioned in my last letter, was so great that though only a million thalers 
were wanted (five millions having been taken by the promoters) nine- 
teen and a-quarter millions were subscribed, so that a reduction in the 
allotment had to be made. This was done in such a way that those who 
signed for from 1 to 10 shares, were alloted one share; from 11 to 20, 
two shares; from 21 to 40, three; from 41 to 120, four; 121 to 200, 
five ; and all above 200 ten shares. 

At the fourth general meeting of the German Nautical Association, 
held last weck at Berlin, a resolution was passed adopting for all Ger- 
man vessels the following fog signals:—Steamers and sailing ships at 
anchor or lying to, the bell; Sailing vesyels on the port tack, the 
rattle ; ditto on the starboard tack, the horn; steamers, the steam 
whistle ; fire-sbips, the gong. Steamers in a fog to reduce their speed 
to four knots. On the proposition of Herr Mier, of Bremen, an excep- 
tion to the last item was made in favour of ocean mail steamers, which are 
bound by their post-office contracts to “ carry on” at full speed, what- 
ever may be the state of the atmosphere. 
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The safe return of the Danish frigate Tordenskjold from her late ex- 
pedition to Japan with a part of the submarine telegraph cable on 
board was celebrated last week at Copenhagen by a public banquet given 
to the officers by the inhabitants of that city. Among the company 
were a large number of scientific gentlemen, officers of the army and 
navy, and officials of the Civil Service. The solemnity of the dinner was 
relieved by music, singing, toasts, and various sentimental and humorous 
speeches. Altogether it was considered a great success. 

The last number of the Berlin Reichs-anzeiger, the official gazette of 
the Empire, contains the appointment of Herr Werner von Bergen as 
German Consul for Siam, with Consular jurisdiction over the whole of 
that kingdom. And at the same time the other Berlin papers contain 
an account of his arrival at Bangkok, his reception at Court, and even 
the text of his address to the King on presenting his credentials ; from 
all which it may be inferred that at the time of his appointment the 
officialjgazetting was overlooked or forgotten. 

Vienna papers contain letters from Constantinople announcing, on 
the authority of a telegram from Teberau, that a special embassy, at 
the head of which is the Commander-in-Chief of the Persian army, has 
set out for Berlin to congratulate the Emperor Wilhelm on his assum- 
ing that dignity, aud to bring him valuable presents on the part of the 
Shah of Persia. 

Herr Georg Niederberger, Consul at Saigon for the North German 
Confederation, has been appointed Consul at that port for the Empire 
of Germany. 

The Colonial Fire and Marine Insurance Company at Batavia has 
established an agency at Hamburg, and confided the direction of it to 
Herr Leo Jacob, of this city. 

The following scrap of news may interest your musical friends in the 
East. Webcr's celebrated opera Der Freischutz was given last night 
for the three hundred and fiftieth time, it being the fifticth anniversary 
of its first performance here. .A great many gentlemen amateur singers 
had volunteered to strengthen the ‘‘ Huntsmen’s Chorus,” and nearly 
as many young ladies of our haute volée appeared on the boards to re- 
inforce the “ Bridesmaids’ Coorus.” Only two of the original per- 
formers have survived the lapse of the half-century —Fraulein Paasch, 
who electrified her audience as Agatha (the Agnes of the English trans- 
lation), and contributed largely towards the wonderful popularity the 
charming opera has since obtained, and Herr Gloy, who performed the 
partof Kuno, the Forester. They were both present at the performance 
last night.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
RorrenpaM, Feb. 7. 

After a delay of a month a Minister of War has at last been appointed 
in the person of General Delprat. The new Minister will have to effect 
an entire re-organisation. Under these circumstances, even the Liberal 
papers hope for the best, and maintain a strict reserve in waiting for 
events. I think that this is the wisest coursa they can adopt. 

The Second Chamber will meet on the 20th or 27th inst., the last 
named date being the most probable. It is said that the Ministry desires, 
before Parliament is re-opened, to reply to the section report upon the in- 
come tax. It is not very likely that this measure will be approved of. 
Rumours are afloat in Parliamentary circles that no less than thirteen 
Liberals will vote against the measure unless important alterations are 
made in it by amendments. If the tax is reduced to one per cent. upon 
annual incomes there will be more chance of its being carried. 

The King has, as was expected, released Mr. Duchatel from his duties 
as our Ambassador at the Papal Court. This question, about which the 
Ultramontanes made sv much noise, is thus resolved in the most con- 
stitutional way, and I am glad to state that the movement amongst the 
Catholics is much less apparent. I have already told you about their 
opposition to the projected national festival on the 1st April next, when 
the anniversary of the surprise of Brielle in 1572—the foundation of 
our liberty—will be celebrated. The Catholics have changed their 
mind in the last days. The opposition decreases more and more since 
the leading paper of the Ultramontanc party declares that it will cease 
to attempt to oppose the plan, now that the King supports it. There 
is still a good deal of eontroversy about the monument, but this is @ 
rather secondary question ; the main point is the festival. Notwith- 
standing that the sums collected on behalf of the monument in each 
place are not very large, it is probable that the total amount subscribed 
will be quite sufficient to cover the cost. 

Mr. Mill Graves, the Ambassador of the King of Elmina, has left 
our country, having embarked at Hellevoeteluis to return to Africa. 
The Ministry offered him a free passage by mail, but tiis he declined. 
You will remember that this gentleman arrived at the Hague the bearer 
of an address to the States-General protesting against the transfer of 
our settloments on the West Coast of Atriea to England. His mission 
was unsuccessful, and he has addressed a sort of parting manifesto to 
the Dutch nativn, in which he foretells that now that Elmina has been 
sold blood must be shed in fighting against the English—now the 
masters of the unhappy kiogdom, of which he is a subject. The Con- 
servatives approve of this document, and it seems that they will again 
endeavour to make the Treaty the stumbling-block of the Cabinet. Pro- 
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fessor Vreede announces that he will organise another movement, by 
accusing the Ministry of having withheld certain documents, and thus 
preventing the Second Chamber from forming a just opinion with 
regard to the transfer. I do not think that the professor will have much 
success with his endeavours. 

I cannot leave this subject without rectifying a phrase which was 
misunderstood in my last letter. I said that some papers predicted that 
as we had done nothing on behalf of our West India colonies, they might 
a4 well be transferred, as we have already transferred our West A!rican 
Settlements. By some error, which I cannot account for, I read that 
it was probable that our Last India colonies will be transferred. This 
is a misunderstanding. 1 should be surprised if the editor of the Java 
Bode does not attack this statement. That gentleman has written a 
most vehement philippic against me, which appears in the Java Bode, 
received by last mail, in which he refers toa piece of news in my let- 
ter of Nov. last, stating that our Queen had shown a great feeling 
against Germany, and that when her brother, King Karl, drank to the 
health of the Emperor Wilhelm, she coughed 80 persistently that nobody 
could hear one word of the toast. The Bode is good cnough to say 
that I obtained this news from the Asmodee, an obscene paper, which 
any horourable man would feel ashamed to read. The accusation is 
the more offensive because I distinctly said that I found the statement 
in the Mainzer Journal and in the Berlin Spenersche Zeitung, both 
papers of high standing. 

I am glad to say that we havo been informed by telegraph that the 
inundations in Java were not of so serious character as was feared. 

The steamer Prins van Oranje sailed last Sunday from Nieuwe Diep 
bound for Batavia. The next steamer, the Conrad, will be despatched 
jn March, commanded by Capt. Oort, the same officer who had charge 
ofthe Willem 1]. A protest has been circulated among the under- 
writers in consequence of this appointment. They are of opinion that 
the conduct of that officer, when master of the unfortunate steamer, 
was such that it is inexcusable to appoint him to another vessel. 

I am happy to state that in one of the Amsterdam yards the keel has 
been laid of an East Indiaman of 750 lasts, to be built for Messrs. Van 
Eeghen and Co. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

A firm tone continues to prevail in the market for Coffce and Sugar, 
‘and a fair business has been doing in the former article at steady prices, 
but the latter has assumed a quieter appearance. More activity begins 
to be perceptible in the demand for other articles of produce, and trans- 
actions have, on the whole, been fairly extensive. 

Corree continues firm. Good ordinary Company’s Java has 
changed hands at 43}c., and full prices have been realised for parcels 
of private importation, The series of monthly public sales, on account 
of the Dutch Trading Company is to be opened this month. The ad- 
vertiseinent has not yet becn published, but may be looked forward to 
next Monday, and the sale will probably take place on the 21st inst. 
‘The business since my last embraces the following shipments, viz.: 261 
bags Java, ex Hendrik {do Ambacht; 500 bags ditto, ex County of 
Berwick ; 139 bags ditto, ex Batavia ; 3,372 bags ditto, ex Otto; 2,655 
bags ditto, ex the same vessel; 1,000 bags ditto, ex Rotterdam, at 43¢. ; 
.870 bags ditto, ex Voorlichter ; 1,000 bags ditto, ex Henriette ; 500 
bags ditto, ex Tonia. Total stock of Coffee in Holland, 779,000 bags, 
against 680,300 bags in 1871. Floating, 145,100 bags.

UNITED STATES. 

The New York Army and Navy Journal anticipates some trouble 
with China, as “the Chinese are placing constructions upon the famous 
Burlingame] Treaty which assuredly do not square with the rose- 
coloured views of the purposes and the position towards the outside 
world, and particularly towards Americans, which were presented when 
that treaty was begotten with so much ostentation.” In view of the 
possibilities both in China and the Sea of Korea, therefore, Rear- 
Admiral Thornton A. Jenkins has been appointed to the command of 
the United States Asiatic fleet. 

We take the following from the Mew York Times :—The son of Col. 
Horace Capron, formerly United States Commissioner of Agriculture, 
is at present employed in the purchase of blood stock for shipment to 
Japan, whither his father had already gone to superintend the intro- 
duction of modern improvements into the empire. The cattle, sheep, and 
pigs are selected from the best cross- breeds in the country, Mr. Capron 
will also purchase, for account of the Japanese Government, a large 
quantity of our most approved agricultural implements. Nothing is 
yet definitively known of the plan to be carried out by Col. Capron, in 
giving instruction to the farmers of Japan; but it is supposed that he 
will set apart a certain portion of his time for visiting the raral dis- 
tricts, to inspect the work on the farme, and give advice as he goes 
along. It is al-o intended, we understand, to establish an Agricultural 
College at or ncar Hakodadi. 

A ribbon mannfactory has been started in San Francisco by an Eng 
lish manufacturing firm. Raw silk, which is free of duty, is imported 
direct from China, and the silk cocooneries of California are expected 
to eventually supply the demand. It is intended to produce ribbons of 
all colours and wid:hs, but the widest now made are seven inches. One 
man’s labour with the looms now in use will finish 860 yards per weck. 
Contiguity to the Chinese raw silk market and the growing supply of 
ee raw material in California arc cited as advantages to the new in- 

ustry. 

A Bill has been reported to the House of Representatives from the 
Committee of Appropriations to provide a sum of $50,000 to defray 
the expenses of the Japanese party now on a visit to the States. The 
Bill was passed by the House without a division. 
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TEA. 

The market has presented little or no change daring the fortnight. 
There isa fair inquiry from the trade for both Green and Black, the 
market remaining steady, at previous rates; the former, however, are 
most in request, and are firm at former rates. Japan meets with very 
little inquiry, and prices are somewhat irregular. Stocks generally 
are light and the offerings small, owing to sales of parcels to arrive. 
The sales reported have been the following, in the order given :— 
8,074 half-chests Green, per Serica ; 4,887 do.,per Annie Bow; 2,800 
do. here and to arrive ; 900 do. Japan; 800 do. Oolong ; 2,450 do. 
Souchong—the latter per Schiehalion; 8,285 do. Japan; 750 do. 
Green ; 3,800 do. Green ; 5,400 do. Oolong ; and 1,500 do. Souchong 
—vessels not named. 

Correz.—The market for Brazil is very firm; rates have advanced 
and present indications of a further rise. Java is relatively cheaper 
than most other descriptions, and is in few hands and held firmly, 
but there is little movement at present, the business being mostly con- 
fined to jobbing parcels for home use at former prices, besides which 
we notice 2,000 piculs to arrive on terms kept private, and 1,307 mats 
Batavia at 21c. gold, also 1,000 mats Singapore from second hands on 
private terms. 

Corpace.—Manila is steady, with a fair demand at previous rates. 

PRESERVED Gincer.—China is quoted $9 currency (duty paid). 

RavBagB.—The quotation for China is 50c. to 100c. currency (duty 


). 

Rice.—There has been some improvement in the demand ; prices 
are well supported, and some transactions establish an advance on the 
quotations ruling a fortnight since. Of Rangoon about 2,000 bags have 
been quitted at $6.80 to 7.124 currency, and 3,300 bags in bond at 
$3.25 to 3.373 gold. 

Sucar.—There has been no change to note since our last report, either 
in the inquiry shown or prices paid. The sales of East India have been 
confined to Manila, of which 19,292 bags Manila, per George Peabody, 
were quitted at 8c.; also 7,681 do., per Fontenaye, and 10,000 do., by 
another vessel, on private terms. 

Sprices.—There has been no business in invoices, but the distribut- 
ing demand quickens, and the market has a more cheerful tone than 
for some time past. Pepper, Cloves, and Pimento especially have 
moved freely, and prices are well sustained. The rates now current 
on the leading descriptions are relatively below those ruling in the 
primary markets, and, with moderate stocks of most goods, holders 
express confidence in the future course of the market. A parcel of 
1,000 piculs Singapore Pepper, received per Mary Nelson, was mostly 
sold before arrival, as was also the Nutmegs and Mace. Cassia is un- 
settled, 5,000 mats China were offered at auction, but only 102 aold, 
which brought 29% cents, the balance being withdrawn; 3,500 mats 
have sold from first hands on private term: There i3 a steady mode- 
rate trade demand, which dealers are supplying at $1.374 to $1.40 for 
Mace, 974c. to 100c. for Nutmegs, 3c. for Cassia, and 12c. for Cloves 
(all gold).

*TuEe Japan Consul’s Report, of which we publish a 
résumé in another column, cannot but be pronounced highly 
satisfactory and promising, notwithstanding the checks 
which the foreign commerce of that country encountered ir 
1870. All the five Reports, as well as Sir Harry PaRkEs’s 
Summary, are drawn up with so much clearness, and possess 
so many elements of interest, that we think few of our 
readers will omit to peruse the condensed Report which we 
place before them. Three facts, however, stand out in 
such prominent relief that we think it may not be out 
of place to draw special attention to them here. The 
first is that the total foreign trade of Japan for the 
year, comparing imports with exports, showed a ba- 
lance of sixteen millions of dollars against that coun- 
' try; and that the deficiency has been met by the clumsy 
and dangerous expedient of exporting coin as bullion to 
the amount of the balance. The second fact which we 
think deserves special attention is the extent to which British 
shipping has fallen off since the introduction of the Pacific 
Mail steamers ; and the third is the one pointed out by 
Mr. ANNESLEY, writing from Nagasaki, that there is great 
room for improvement in our manufacture of cloths espe- 
cially designed for the Japanese markets, both as regards 
strength of texture and fastness of colour. Mr. ANNESLEY 
has here given a piece of very valuable information, which 
we make no doubt our friends in Lancashire and Yorkshire 
will fully appreciate and not be slow to turn to account. 








In the Kensington Exhibition of the Duke of Eninsuren's 
collection during his voyage round the world, it is somewhat 
disappointing—not to say humiliating—to observe the singu- 
lar neglect or contempt with which Shanghai has been treated.

“ ought to be interfered with.” Compare this with the sum- 
ming up of his Lordship and direction to the jury on the 

trial of the case ! Truly, “comparisons are odorous.” Again, 

Mr. SMALE says, in reference to his discharge of Kwox-a-Sinq, 

under the Habeas Corpus Act, without trial, that be followed 

the decision given by the United States Government in the 
case of the Armistead and Cayalti. Was there ever such a 

“jumble” of facts in a legal mind? The cases are utterly 

without parallel. 





Bap news reaches us from the Philippines. The Captain- 
General sends a despatch announcing that 200 native artil- 
lerymen rose in insurrection and touk possession of one of 
the forts, from which, however, they wero speedily dislodgéd 
by a vigorous assault of the troops, in which the whole of 
the insurgents were killed. The only satisfactory part of 
this affair is the proof it affords of the general loyalty of the 
troops ; but it shows Spain to be as unsettled in her colonial 
as in her home government. Such must ever be the result 
of an inert, haughty, and bigoted Government, which utterly 
refuses to keep pace with the times or take a lesson from the 
spirit of the age. It is precisely three hundred years since 
the Spaniards founded Manila, and obtained possession of 
this important group of islands almost without bloodshed, 
and probably no other European settlement in the world can 
show 8o little development for so long a space of time. 





Mr. Pore Hennessy, the late Governor of Labuan, who 
was recently appointed Governor of the Bahamas, has been

PROGRESS IN JAPAN. 


[COMMUNICATED.] 

The marvellous progress of Japan is attracting the attention of 
all Europe ; the Gazette d’Augsbourg published the other day a 
long letter from a Yokohama correspondent on the subject, from 
which the following is extracted:— 

After reference to the railways in course of formation, and especially 
to that of Kawasaki, the writer speaks of others undertaken by English 
eompanies, and of the American project for connecting Yokohama with 
San Francisco by means of submarine cable, and ofa projected tramway 
from Yokchama to Yedo. 

It is a highly important fact that it has become the fashion to adopt 
European mauners and customs, many persons of distinction wear Euro- 
pean dresses and cut their hair short ; the kango, or palankeen is being 
replaced by a small carriage called jensikcha, and even large carriages 
are making their appearance in the streets. 

This writer, like all others, notes the extreme eagerness of the Ja- 
paneee for instruction, In the echools English, French, and German are 
taught by masters who are mostly natives. Asa set off to this may be 
added that for some time M. Leon de Rosncy, the Professor of Japanese 
in Paris, has had an intelligent native of that country to assist him in 
his duties. The Japanese libraries are numerous and are being enriched 
by many translations of European works on science. Amongst the 
social effects noted is the gradual substitution of hanging and decapita- 
tion for the hara-kiri, and executioners are found as easily as in the most 
civilised and refined communities! This reminds one of the exclamation 
of the traveller, who, coming in sight of a prison, exclaimed, ‘* Thank 
heavens! I am once more in a civilised country.” 

The trade in silkworms’ eggs fell off terribly last year, principally on 
account of the condition of France probably, but an enterprising Ja- 
panese has undertaken the production of silk in California on‘a large 
scale. He went there the year before, taking an immense quantity of 
egas, but found he had made a mistake. On going there to settle he took 
2,400 cards of seed, and 16,000 tea plants from a place near Miako. 


JAPAN CONSULS’ REPORTS. 

The commercial reports of: Her Majesty’s Consuls in Japan for the 
year 1870 have just been published. The following is a résumé 
of the contents of the volume :— 

KANAGAWA.— YOKOHAMA. 


Mr. Vice Consul Robertson reports the large increase of $10,812,691 
in the import trade over that of the previous year. This was chiefly 
caused by increased business in rice and cotton yarn. Exports 
also increased $2,248,180. The total value of cotton manufac:urcs 
imported rose from $4,631,885 to $6,514,543. The returns show 
a considerable increase in the importation of camlets over 186), 
but the demand for these stuffs continues to decrease, and tran- 
sactions were almost confined to old stock. Woollens were over- 
done, and must have shown 2 serious loss to importers. The Eu- 
ropean war. and the failure of the rice crop of 1869, acted unfa- 
vourably on trade ; nevertlieless it is satisfactory to note that im- 
ports began to assume a more fixed character in certain staples, 
such as shirtings and cotton yarn, and was not of the irregular 
character of former years. 

The export of silkworms’ eggs was a large one, and this trade 
was causing a degeneracy in the breed of worms and the quality 
of the silk, for cultivators were unable to afford the purchase of 
good seed, and, making use of the reproduction of the worms, 

_ obtained each season inferior silk. 
Foreign shipping showed a marked increase, both numerically 


and in bhi Se 
Among pu lic works the following were most prominent :—the 
telegraph between Yokohama and Yedo (which was so much used 


by the Japanese that 100 messages a day were transmitted by it)— 
the telegraph between Kobe and Osaka—the Yokohama drainage 
works—the Yoshida iron bridge—and the erection of numerous 
lighthouses and lightships, of which it was expected that not less 
than fourteen would be completed before the end of 1871. 


HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

Mr. Consul Gower reports imports $722,064, and exports 
$3,607,848—but this is only an approximate return in conse- 
a of the unsatisfactory accounts of the Custom-house. 
Trade, however, greatly improved in the year as compared with 
the year previous, though there was a decrease in cotton and 
woollen manufactures, and especially in arms and ammunition. 
The chief increase in imports was in gold and silver bars, rice, 
cotton, sugar, dc. ; while in exports every article—raw silk, co- 
coons, silkworms’ eggs, tea, and miscellaneous produce—showed a 
great advance. The number of ships with cargu increased, both 
in import and export, although general shipping appeared to fall 
off owing to the Princes not requiring it to transport their troops 
so frequently as in 1869. 

The value of land in Hiogo very greatly increased this year, 
and public works—draining, lighting, &c.,—were carried on with 
much energy. The local Government, however, threw obstacles in 
the erection of a patent slip, which would be of the greatest be- 
nefit to the harbour, and for which a number of foreign and na- 
tive shareholders had subscribed—apparently with no other object 
than monopolising the work for themselves. 


NAGASAKI. 
Mr. Acting Consul Annesley reports the total value of the im- 
port and export trade as $5,094,483, against $4,624,962 in the pre- 
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vious year. The increase is explained by the value of steamers 
and sailing-vessels sold in 1870, which amounted to no less than 
$887,000. No marked improvement, therefcre, took place in the 
commercial prosperity of this port in 1870, as compared with 1869. 

The import trade was not satisfactory, and the difficulty of 
making sales, even at the low prices current, was extreme. The 
late civil war, the depreciation of the currency, and the opening 
of Hiogo and Osaka, all contributed to this depression ; yet there 
is little doubt that the conzumption of our principal staples is on 
the increase, that foreign manufacturers are rapidly supplanting 
those made by native looms, and that an increased demand for 
home manufactures will follow increased prosperity. In 1870 the 
piece goods business was rather disappointing. A cloth more ap- 
proaching in durability to the “Okujima” (a description ver 
extensively used in Japanese dress), is still an acknowledge 
want. “Taffachelas,” the European imitation of this cloth, is 
scarcely strong enough, but the chief complaint against it is that 
the colours fade so quickly. It would be worth the while of home 
manufacturers to turn this requirement into account. 

English coals were laid down at this port to the extent of 2,979 
tons, valued at $43,785. This coal is entirely imported under 
Government contract for the use of Her Majesty’s vessels. The 
chief kinds of machinery imported have been for mining purposes. 
The total value of the direct imports from England to Nagasaki 
was $264,331, against $326,362 in 1869. 

In exports, tea, the chief export staple, showed a falling off from 
33,850 piculs in 1869 to 20,827 piculs in 1870. The cause was 
the increased value of the leaf in the north of Japan compared 
with the prices foreigners could afford to pay for it. The year 
showed a considerable increase in the export of coal, and the 
yield for foreign consumption already amounts to 50,000 tons per 
annum. ‘Two vessels only were loaded fur England direct; and 
the total value of the exports from Nagasaki to England direct 
amounted to only $79,852, against $219,811 in the previous year. 
The entries and departures of British vessels also fell from 284 to 
228, mainly in consequence of the frequent calls of the Pacific 
mail steamers. The American and North German shipping showed 
a considerable increase. 

NEEGATA. 

Mr. Acting Consul Troup reports the trade in foreign vessels 
as having decreased—imports from $542,471 to $405,075 ; ex- 
ports frem $177,501 to $150,400. No account is here taken of 
re-exports, since they were sent away solely because they were 
unsaleable here. Notwithstanding the apparent decrease in im- 
ports, the quantity of foreign goods actually sold was equal to, if 
not Jarger than, in the previous year. 

Early in the year an association was established here, termed 
the ‘“Shooha,” or Commercial Corporation, which issued a series 
of regulations tending to hamper trade so greatly that they were 
withdrawn by order ot the Government in Yedo, though the Co r 
poration still existed (at the end of the year), and continued to 
engage in certain branches of trade, such as the importation of 
foreign goods from the other open ports, the export of rice to 
other ports, &c. 

MAKODADI. 

Mr. Consul Eusden reports a decrease in British shipping, from 
71 entering in 1869 to 41 in 1870; and from 68 clearing to 45. This 
is owing to the large steamers of the Japanese Trading Company 
and the P. and 0. 

The imports of the year decreased from £177,603 in 1869 to 
£121,774 in 1870 ; the exports from £222,900 to £161,287. This 
was mainly owing to want of funds on the part of the natives and 
their bad credit. The exports would have increased but for the 
high prices of the staple. 

The town of Hakodate increased greatly in importance. A 
good bund was formed from the fort to the south of the harbour, 
and four European hotels—one each English, French, German, 
and Russian—were opened. 

TRADE SUMMARY For 1870. 

Sir Harry Parkes reports the total imports in direct trade to 
have risen from $17,356,932 in 1869, to $31,120,641 in 1870; and 
the exports from $11,485,645 to $15,143,246. In the indirect 
trade imports fell from $6,924,465 to $3,996,741 ; and exports 
rose from $2,975,626 to $7,058,835. The total trade in Japan 
both direct and indirect, carried on in foreign bottoms, amounte 
to 857,319,463. In imports cotton manufactures increased 
from $5,251,324 to $7,274,453. Woollens remained stationary. 
Metals declined from $632,255 to $320,681 ; and arms and am- 
munition from $1,857,625 to $206,908. Miscellaneous foreign 
rose from $1,776,690 to $3,231,007; and eastern produce from 
$5,828,485 to $18,092,228, In exports there was an increase in 
every kind, the most remarkable being in tea, which rose from 
$2,019,130 to $3,848,231. The foreign trade of 1870 showed a 
balance against Japan of nearly $16,000,000, which was met, as 
in 1869, by heavy shipments of native coin as bullion to China, 
India, America, and Great Britain—the people using paper for 
their own wants and exporting their coin. pale 

The report concludes with a summary of shipping which shows 
a decrease in British shipping of 90,634 tons, while foreign shi 
ping increased from 182,358 tons as compared with 1869. The 
difference as against British shipping is confined to the coasting 
trade between the ports, and is attributable to the gradual ab- 
sorption of the local carrying trade by the large American Pacific 
mail steamers. 
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The China Traders’ Insurance Company’s report presented to 
the shareholders at Hong Kong, on 27th December, contains @ very 
satisfactory statement of affairs, $450 per share being declared as 
dividend. Messrs. Fearon and Co. are the London agents and 
prepared to take riske. ; 

The establishment of the Deutsche Bank of Berlin, and the 
opening of branches in China and Japan, which we noticed some 
time since, are now formally announced in our advertising co- 
lumns. 

Tenders for £500,000 in bills on India were reccived on the 
7th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were 
—To Calcutta, £345,000 ; to Bombay, £150,000 ; and to Madras, 
£5,000. The minimum price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 11d. 
on all the Presidencies. These results show a further increase 
in the demand for remittances to the East. 

The London manager of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking 
Corporation has received advices from the head office, Hong 
Kong, reporting the result of the half-year’s business to 30t 
December as follows :—Dividend at the rate of 12 pe cent. per 
annum ; addition of $100,000 to the reserve fund, which will 
then amount to $1,000,000 ; balance brought forward of $18,000 
to new account, ae 

The report of the Anglo-American Telegraph Company, to be 
submitted on the 16th fash states that the sum of £50,000 has 
been set apart for a renewal fund, and recommends that the avail- 
able balance, £62,197, be appropriated to the payment of a divi- 
dend of £3 3s. 4d. per cent., which with the three interim divi- 
dends already paid will be at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum 
for the eleven months ending December, leaving £9,156 to be 
carried forward. 

The estimated receipts of the Great Northern Telegraph Com- 
pany for the month of January amounted to 86,277 francs, and 
those of the China and Japan Extension Company to 110,955 

francs. , 

The Master of the Rolls has directed the payment of a further 
dividend to the creditors of the United Service Company ( Limited) 
of 1s. 6d. in the pound, making, with the previous dividends, 16s. 6d. 
in the pound. The liquidator of the Oriental Hotela Company 
(Limited) has given notice that he is prepared to pay off the 
balance of the Twelve per Cent. Debentures secured on the Cairo 
Hotel, together with arrears of interest. : 

Bar Silver has been in good demand at 5s. 14d. per oz. standard. 
Mexican Dollars continue in good demand. The amounts ea | 
to hand are comparatively small, and the prices are therefore we 
maintained ; the old coinage remains at 5s. 1d., new at 4s. 113d. 
per oz. 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for January indicate great acitivity 
in almost every department of business. The exports for the 
month amounted to £18,879,980, against £11,458,039 for the 
corresponding period of 1871, showing an increase of £7,421,941. 
The augmentation has been principally in alkali, beer and ale, 
cotton yarn and twist, cotton manufactures, hardware and cutlery, 
iron and steel, wool, woollen, and worsted yarn, and woollen and 
worsted manufactures. It is explained, however, that, “ prior to 
the Ist January, 1871, the exports were deemed to take place 
from the clearing of the exporsing ship ; since that date six days 
have been allowed by law for the lodgment of the shipping bills 
In consequence of this change the account for 1871 was lessened 
to a considerable extent as compared with 1870. This does not 
recur in the present year, and, consequently, a full month’s ex- 
ports are shown.” The imports in January represented 
£30,259,548, against £24,427,803 in 1871, being an increase of 
£5,831,745.

Advices from Rotterdam, dated Feb. 1, state that the Baron v. 
Pallandt v. Rosendaal|(Dut.), which sailed from Penarth, Nov. 11, 
for Singapore, with coals, was towed into Bahia, Jan. 6, dismasted, hav- 
ing encountered a rain squall, Dec. 25, in lat. 6S., lon. 29 W., during 
which a water spout went quite over the vessel, breaking main and 
foremasts; the topmasts and topgallantmasts hanging caused much 
damage to other spars and gear.

To the SIXTH ORDINARY MEETING of SHAREHOLDERS, held 
at the Office of the Company at:Hong Kong, on December 27th, 1871, 
at Three o’clock, p.m. 


The Committee have now the pleasure of waiting upon the Shareholders with a Report of the working of the Company 
during the past twelvemonths. 

The amount of Premia collected in Hong Kong and China between the lst of November, 1870, and the 31st October, 
1871, dnd the amount collected at the Foreign Agencies within that period, of which the Gener al Avents have received 
advice, after deducting all sums paid as bonus and commissions, and adding interest, amounts to $307,071.82. 

Mr. M. P. Jukes having resigned, and Mr. E. J. Sage having joined the Board, Mr. Richard Deacon and Mr. C. S. 
Sherwood have audited the annexed accounts, and offer themselves for election for the ensuing year. 

It will be seen from these Accounts, that after carrying forward to the next year’s accounts 820,112 for Premia 
received in respect of risks taken before October 31st, but not yet terminated, and after carrying forward $42,885.01 to 
Suspense Account to meet unsettled claims put forward, there remains a balance of 8180,000 to credit of Profit and Loss 
Account, in respect of transactions already closed, and the Committee recommend that this sum be declared available for 








distribution as profits of the Company for the year. 


The apportionment of this sum, if so appropriated will, under the 132nd Clause of the Articles of Association, be as 


follows :—The sum of $45,000 to be carried to Reserve Fund and invested by the Committee ; 


the sum of $45,000 to be 


divided pro rata among contributing Shareholders, and the sum of $90,000, or $150 per share, to be paid to Shareholders as 


General Dividend. 


Mr. Kaye, Mr. Hitchcock, and Mr. Helland having resigned their seats at the Board, Messrs. E. J. Sage, A. MacG. 
Heaton, and M. W. Boyd have been appointed in their stead, which requires the confirmation of the mecting.
